Many large consumers of electricity in 
St. Louis are getting such low rates that 
the smaller consumers are compelled to 
pay much higher rates to equalize mat- 
ters. Several new. office buildings, 
which have taken the Union service 

rather than put in electric plants of | 
their own, are said to have rates even 
lower than the 4%-cent rate made in 
some municipal contracts. The small 
consumer is required to* pay from 11 to 
12 cents a kilowatt hour. 


Depends on Guarantee. 

The company exacts a guarantee from 
every customer. It gives the customer, 
who is willing to guarantee $ a month 
a lower rate that the man who guaran- 
tees $1 a month, although each customer 
may use the same amount of electricity. 
In its pamphlet the company says: 

“When two consumers guarantee to 
use their equipment an equal number of 
hours, the one using the greatest num- 
ber of kilowatt hours is entitled to the 
lower rate, because, as anyone will read- 
ily apprehend, it is cheaper to serve 10,- 
000 lamps in one building that it would 
be to serve ten lamps in each of 1000 
buildings.’’ 

In one of the recent rebate cases, in 
which a railroad corporation was pro- 
secuted in the Federal Courts for giv- 
ing a packing company, under contract, 
a lower rate than its competitors and 
the seneral public, the Courts held that 
the company, as a public a:rvice corpor- 
ation, was required to serve all alike 
and at the same rates. 

A street car passenger who rides 
three blocks once a month pays 5 cents 
for the service. Another passenger may 
use the lines a dozen times a day ev- 
ery month, but he must pay 5& cents 
for each ride. The same rule applies in 
steam railroad transportation. 


Guarantees Increased. 

There is nothing in the contracts of 
the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. which gives it the right to increase 
arbitrarily the minimum monthly guar- 
antee exacted of all customers. In sev- 
eral instances the company has notified 
minimum guar- 
antee has been arbitrarily increased by 
the company. 

The customer is usually given the 
privilege of fixing this guarantee at 
whatever figure he chooses, within cer- 
tain limits. As an inducement to make 
it as high as possible, the company 
offers lower rates per kilowatt hour. 

The customer is given the option of 
reducing the minimum at any time with- 
in 90 days after entering into the con- 
tract, but the company does not reserve 
the right to increase. In the instances 
in which the company has increased the 
minimum guarantee, the price per kilor 
watt hour has not been reduced. 


Sliding Scale Juggicd. 

Before the company adopted its new 
“readiness to serve" schedules it had in 
effect a sliding scale. The customer 
was charged a certain rate for the first 
‘kilowatt hours consumed, and lower 
rates as the amounts increased.

PLANS TO DEFEAT IT 





Declares Statute Was Rushed 
to Passage and Is Un- 
constitutional. 





George V. Reynolds, counsel for the 
company which has applied for a fran- 
chise to furnish natural gas to St. Louls 
at 35 cents per 1000 feet, says that he 
does not believe tha the Vandeventer 
law, which prohibits the piping of gas 
from Oklahoma will be an obstacle to 
carrying out the company’s plans. 

“We can carry out. the terms of the 
franchise if we get it,” he said Satur- 
day. 

“The Vandeventer law was rushed 
through the Oklahoma Legislature early 
in the seoson and I undestand that liti- 
gation is now under way to test its le- 
gality. 

Law Not Bar to Franchise. 

“In anp_event, the existence of this 
law offers no reason why our company 
or any other company should not Ob- 
tain a franchise to pipe natural gas to 
St. Louis. 

“If we are willing to put up a large 
bond to insure our compliance with the 
terms of the franchise, it will be to our 
interest to overcome all obstacles, 
whether they arise from legal compli- 
cations or corporate opposition. 

“St. Louis is safeguarded by the fact 
that we do not propose to dig up any 
streets.or lay any pipes here until we 
have our mains laid from the gas fields 
to the city limits. 

“If, because of the Vandeventer law 
or for any other reason, we fail to ob- 
tain the gas with which to supply St. 
Louls within two years of the filing of 
our bond, we alone will be the losers. 
Our franchise will be revoked and we 
will forfeit our security. 

“If we get the franchise we will go to 
Oklahoma and lay our pipes across the 
State line. Then we will apply to the 
Federal courts for a restraining order 
to prevent the Attorney-General of the 
State from interfering with us. 

Th this; the recent decisions in the

Have you figured it out yet? 

Many readers who saw the prob-: 
lem in Friday’s Post-Dispatch have 
taken a Shy at it. They are anxious 
to help out the North St. Louis cit- 
izens who are sitting up nights trying 
to solve the puzzle. 

It looks simple, but it isn’t, as some 
of the answers show. Here are a few 
of the “solutions:”’ 

“Referring to the puzzle problem, if 
the three men in the boat go one mile 
down stream in 15 minutes against 
one mile up river in 45 minutes they 
would go three miles down stream in| 
the same time they go one mile up 
stream. 

Answer 1 1-3 Miles. 

“In going three miles downstream they 
are aided as much as they are retarded 
in going one mile upstream, therefore 
they can row four miles over the water's 
surface in 90 minutes, or one mile in 22%) 
minutes. If they can row one mile in 
22% minutes they cover two miles in 
rowing 45 minutes upstream: As they 
covered only one lang mile in this 4 
minutes, the river flowed one mile in 4 
minutes, or 11-3 miles an hour. This 
is the answer. 

“Proof: In rowing downstream they 
would cover two miles of the river's sur- 
face in 45 minutes, and, as the river 
flows one mile in 45 minutes, the cur- 
rent would carry them the other mile, 
completing the three-mile trip down the 
river in 45 minutes. 

“LL. C. McCORMICK.” 
Kept Up With Boat. 

That looks very simple. Perhaps Mr. 
McCormick is right. lere is another: 

‘‘Having read your problem I send this 
answer. The river could not have flowed 
faster than the boat was going, other- 
wise the river would have passed the 
boat. Now, the river did not pass the 
boat, but just kept up with it, showing 
that the: speed of the river was. the 
same as that of the boat, namely one 
mile in 15 minutes, or four miles an 
hour. Yours, F. A. B.” 

Another correspondent thinks the river 
flows even more swiftly. This is the 
way he sees it:

Here is a’startling discovery. 

“Mr. Edftor—Being a constant reader 
of your ‘paper, I have come to the con- 
clusion that the river ‘doesn’t move at 
all. Maybe you think I’m wrong, but I 
can prove it. As’ the three men row 
both ways, the energy which they ex- 
pend can be eliminated from the prob- 
lem. If it takes 45 minutes to go a mile 
upstream and only 15 minutes to go 4 
mile downstream, it Is apparent tiat 
the river flows downstream three times. 
as fast as it flows upstream. But its 
speed upstream is nothing. Therefore, 
its speed downstream is three times 
nothing, and that’s nothing.’’

Law Aimed at One Concern. 
The Vandeventer law, preventing the 


piping of gas from Oklahoma, was one 
of the first laws passed by the present

Some gas pipes, following the passage 
of the law, were torn up by order of the 
State authorities, but Owen & Donnelly 
carried their case before the Interior 
Department, claiming tc have received a 
franchise from Secretary Hitchcock 
prior to statehood. Then the matter got 
into the Oklahoma courts, but no de- 
cision on the legality of the law was 
ever reached. 

The Owen-Donnelly people tried to get 
their case transferred to the Federal 
Court, but when the hearing took place 
an agreement was reached between the 
company and Attorney-General West 
whereby the company is now piping gas 
and will continue to do so until a con- 
tract, entered into by the company prior 
to statehood, is filled, when the piping 
out must cease. 

In return, the company took out a 
State charter as the Wann Natural Gas 
Co. and is controlled by State laws. 
This virtually was a test of the State 
law, its legality being upheld. So far as 
can be learned here, no other efforts to 
test the law have been made.

WILL ROOSEVELT BE FORGOTTEN? 

It is said that in the course of a recent inter- 
view with an artist from Europe the President 
sadly remarked that in a few years he would be 
forgotten. The American people are fickle, he 
gaid, and their humor changes from day to day. 

It is too early to fix Theodore Roosevelt’s exact 
place in history, but there is no prospect that 
he will be forgotten. Our presidents are remem- 
bered for various things. Those who are kept 
most vividly*in mind are associated in some man- 
ner with military, political, financial or industri- 
al excitement. Mr. Roosevelt has been identified 
with all of these phases of national unrest and 


| with some others besides. 


The. present occupant of the White eotine will 
be remembered as a magistrate, the only one 
thus far, who attempted to rule by declamation. 
He. has talked and written more than all of the 
other presidents put together. He has attacked 
some great wrongs and he has assailed some 
great rights—intemperately in both cases. 

Except that he has been highly successful in 
directing public attention to seridus abuses, his 
right-doing does not appear to have been very 
effective. Few measures that he has~ favored 
have become laws. 
wrongdoing will be equally -unfruitful. 

Perhaps the gravest of the President’s faults 
and the one that will be longest remembered has 
been his disposition to instruct the courts and to 
belabor such judges as refused to take his or- 
ders. He has instructed evérybody and chastised 
many, but probably all will be forgotten ex- 
cept his repeated attempts to bend the judiciary 
to his will. 

In almost any other era and under almost any 
other circumstances a president who carried him- 
self toward the courts as Mr. Roosevelt has done 
would have involved himself in serious trouble. 
The people sympathized with him at first. If 
they have lost interest in him it is not so much 
because they are fickle as because they are disap- 
pointed at the results of his policies. He has ac- 
complished little. The blusterer must carry his 
point or stand the consequences. 

Not a lawyer himself, Mr. Roosevelt has con- 
demned United States judges in regular and spe- 
cial messages, notably in the case of Judge Hum- 
phreys of Illinois. They have interpreted the 
law and he has denounced them and the law also. 
He has repeatedly declared men guilty who had 
not yet been tried, as in the cases of Tyner of the 
Postoffice Department, Haywood of the -Western 
Federation of Miners, the men accused of land 
frauds in Colorado and others. 

In one instance recently in which he ordered a 
District of Columbia court to send a man to Jail 
the Judge ignored him and imposed only a fine. 
On another occasion a military friend of his in 
New Mexico who was under indictment for some 
offense against the Government was ostentatious- 
ls summoned to the White House and entertained 
there. 

Prof. Stimson of Harvard publicly sean that 
the President approached a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States with a sug- 
gestion that he decide a law point in a certain 
way and that he was answered in the language 
used by Coke in his response to a similar re- 
quest from King James: “Sir, when that case 
comes before me I will consider it as becometh 
a just Judge.” 

To say nothing of the various palpable at- 
tempts by the President in his speeches and mes- 
sages to influence the judgments of the Supreme 
Court on matters of importance his attitude 
toward the judiciary has been without precedents 
in this country and with only a few in the con- 
stitutional monarchies of Europe. 

It would be agreeable to think and to believe 
that these things will be forgotten or that, if 
remembered, they will serve as warnings for- 
ever rather than as examples calculated to tempt 
imitators, but such is not likely to be the result. 
The good that he has done may pass from mind, 
for it has not been embodied in law. The evil 
may remain to perpetuate his memory and to 


plague his countrymen.

AUL ELMER MORE, whose fifth series of ‘‘Shelburne Essays’’ will be pub- 
P Hehed this month by the Putnams, graduated from Washington Uni- 
versity in St. Louis, 1887. Five years after his graduation he spent 
in teaching ang in study and travel abroad. During these years, he read largely 
in the Aassics and in Latin fathers and schoolmen—and the result of this read- 
ing will be found expressed in his book, The Great Refusal. For a time he 
devoted his attention te the study of Sanskrit—at Harvard, as graduate stu- 
dent, ang then as teacher, and one outcome of the Sanskrit studies was the vol- 
ume, entitled “A Century of Indian Epigrams.’" Following these two years at 
Harvard came two yé&Ars at Bryn Mawr, during which Mr. More taught 
Sanskrit, and lectured on Greek and Latin Nterature. Mr. More has a com- 
petent knowledge of the languages and literature¢ of France, Germany and 
Italy, as well as of the literature of his native tongue. 

An interesting episode in the life of-the author of the “‘Shelburne Essays’’—an 
episode that gave these critiques their title—followed the teaching at Bryn 
Mawr. For nearly two years he lived as a hermit, with his books and a dog as 

, companions, in a deserted farmhouse near the village of Shelburne, N. H. There 
and then, he planned the essay of which four volumes have already appeared— 
essays which would seem to indicate a determination on the part of the author 
to come into closer touch with modern life, and to center his attention upon 
English literature as an interpretation of that life.

“She reporteg that the writing of Lincoln was that of a man of ‘low moral 
type.’ That of Grant, she said, was that of a man of ‘weak and vacillating 
cheracter.’ How is that for a President of the moral strength of Lincoln, and 
another capable of the ‘fight-it-out-on-this-line-jf-it-takes-all-summer’ policy of 
Grant? 

“ag a rule, clear handwriting is more common with persons who do not 
write for a living than with those who do. Authors, for example, are creating 
something when they write; their mind is concentrated on this creative work; 
their thoughts are generally ahead of their hand, sometimes a whole sentence, 
and they hurry to keep pace with them. The result is bad handwriting, but 
handwriting with individuality in it, if not character. 

“There is a theory that plain writing is most easily forged. This is not true. 
Obscure signatures are most easily forged, and the so-called ‘freak’’ signatures, 
which nobidy can readeasiest of all. The best signature, and the safest, for a 
man who signs checks, is neither too prim nor too involved; just plain, every- 
dav writing, done in the easiest way, according to his temperament. Such a sig- 
nature expresses as much character as any handwriting can, but it doesn't tell 
us a thing about the man's moral make-up; not a thing.’

Banks Now Reaches 
$50,000,000. 


NEW YORK, April 18.—The Evening 
Post in its financial review says: 

“All American stock exchanges were 
closed for the Easter recess today. For- 
eign markets were also closed, except 
at Paris, where trading was dull and 
without feature, prices’ holding fairly 
firm. 

“The bank return reflected the full 
effects of the $12,000,000 cash gain indi- 
cated yesterday, and in addition to the 
increase shown by the associated in- 
stitutions the nonreporting State banks 
and trust companies added $899,700 to 
their cash holdings, reducing loans $6,- 
151,000. The associated banks reported 
an actual decrease of $2,000,000 in loan 
account, although the average figures 
indicated $8,000,000 expansion. The sur- 
plus is now $50,000,000. 

“The really important development of 
the week was the resumption of gold 
exports to Paris last Thursday. This 
operation was altogether natural under 
the circumstances, as sterling has ruled 
for several days, both here and at 
Paris, at a more favorable level for gold 
remittances than that at which the out- 
flow of last May started. There is ev- 
e reason why the gold should 80, 
with the exchanges against us, and 
money quotations lower here than 
most European centers. 

“The most potential fact, however, is 
‘the German bid for the metal which has 
been used effectively this week, by way 
of Paris, where most of the gold intend- 
ed for Berlin account will probably be 
sent. Higher discounts at Berlin, with 
the known tension of that market, and 
the strain it has been put in in finan- 
cing the huge Government loan, sug- 
gests that the German bankers may 
continue their offer to allow interest in 
transit on New York gold shipments for 
some time to come. Sterling at Paris 
ruled a trifle higher today, but not 
enough to disturb the negotiations for 
‘further gold shipments next week, when 
several engagements will probably be 


put through.”

Mr. Coale has written a reply to ‘he 
open letter of Mr. Gray which was pup- 
lished in the late editions of Friday’s 
Post-Dispatch. 

In It he reiterates his statement that 
it was under the administration of 
Joseph W. Folk as president of the Jef- 
ferson Club that the police Were first 
solicited to become members. 

He emphasizes his former assertion 
that Folk, when a candidate for Gov- 
ernor, accepted $21,600 contributed by the 
policemen of St. Louis to the Democrat- 
ic State campaign fund. 

In his letter to Coale, Gray said that 
Coale is acting as somebody’s mega- 
phone, Coale retaliates by saying that 
Gray is listening to “his master’s 
voice.’’ 

“You take occasion to publicly slan- 
der the Jefferson Club, an organization 
composed of over 6000 Democrats, by 
admonishing them against gambling and 
stating that you will raid in case gam- 
bling is discovered,” writes Coale. 

“If there is gambling in any club in 
the city it is your'duty to suppress it, 
whether it is the St. Louis Club, the 
Racquet Club, the University Club or 
any other organization, and if you 
knew that there was gambling at the 
Jefferson Club and did not suppress 
it you have deliberately violated your 
oath of office. 

“We do not fear a raid from the po- 
lice department, but we do fear raids 
from the Bottoms Gang, and call upon 
you to prevent it."’ 

In reference to Gov. Folk’s connection 
with the club, Coale writes: 

“Every real Democrat in St. Louis 
knows that the Jefferson Club has been 
strictly a political organization since its 
= | birth, fourteen years ago, and that it 
has at no time ever been considered a 
social organization, and at the time Jo- 
seph W. Folk was president it was a 
political organization, known as such, 
not considered to be a social organiza- 
tion, and that what distinction he had 
obtained in politics up to that time 
came through this affiliation with it. 

“I again assert that it was under the 
administration of Joseph W. Folk that 
police officers were first solicited and 
admitted to the Jefferson Club. 

“I again repeat and am willing to 
prove that Joseph W. Folk, when candi- 
date for Governor, knew of the collec- 
tion of $21,600 by the Police Department 
before the same was turned over to the 
State Committee, with his full knowl- 
edge and approvai, and that he did not 
protest against it at any time. 

‘IT am not surprised at the ignorance 
displayed by some of the members of 
your board regarding political matters, 
especially by yourself. 

“If any of your members, with the 
probable exception of Mr. Bland, ever

Democratic party, participated in its 
councils, assisted it in it selections, or
